The Council has pleasure in presenting its 18th Annual 
Report for the year ended 31st March 1967, in accord 
ance with the provisions of Section 18 ( 5 ) of the 
Chartered Accountants Act, 1949. 

I. THE COUNCIL 
A . PRESIDENT AND VICE-PRESIDENT 

Shri R . Thukur (New Delhi ), who was the Vicc 
President in the preceding year, was elected President 
by the Council at its meeling held on thy 12th , 13th & 
1419 September 1966 , Al the sume mcering , Shri V . B . 
Haribbakti (Bombay ) was elected as the Vice - Presidea .. 
B . MEMBERS OF THE COUNCIL AND ITS 

VARIOUS COMMITTEES 
The names of the members of the Council and its 
varmus Standing and ounct Committees constituted 
under Section 17 of the Act, are given in Appendix 1 ( A ) 
& ( B ) . 
C . COUNCIL AND COMMITTEE MEETINGS 

During the year , the Council held its meeting on two 
occasions, the first tiom 11th 10 14th September 1966 
and the second on 2141 x 22nd March 1907. Details of 
the meetings held by the various Committees are given 
in Appendix I ( C ). 

II. FINANCES 
( a ) Accounts : The Balance Sheet as at 31st March 
1967 and the Income & Expenditure Account for the 
year ended on that day, duly audited , are appended at 
the end of this Report. The Incomo & Expenditure 
Account for the year shows an excess of income over 
expenditure amounting to Rs. 04 ,273 as against 
excess of expendituie over income of Rs. 20 , 193 
in the previous year . These accounts include the ac 
counts of the Regional Councils and their branches and 
the Students Associations and their branches. 

(b ) Auditors : Sarvashri P . R . Mehra and M . R . 
Venkataraman continued to be the Auditors of Insti 
tute s accounts for the year ended 31st March 1967 . 

III . PROFESSIONAL MATTERS 
A . PROFESSIONAL DEVELOPMENT 

The suggestions made at the All India Conference of 
Accountants held at Jaipur in January 1967, regarding 


steps to be taken to provide industrial training to stu 
dents during the course of their articles were considered 
by the Council and it was decided that though experience 
had shown that those articled clerks who had opted for 
industrial training had cerinly been benefited indus 
Trial lining could not be substituted for training under 
articles . However , it wa falt necessary to give a more 
practical bias to the system of training and examination 
and to ievise the syllabi in such a manner that for pass 
Tog the examination , it would be necevgary to have ade 
quic practical experience both in industrial and com 
mercrul accounting and audit practice. The appropriate 
Committees of the Council are examining these sugges 
tions. 

For creating greater oppoitunities of work for the 
members, it has been decided to give publicity to the 
Variety of dssignments which a chartered accountant can 
handle and also to revise the booklet " Do you know 
what a Chartered Accountant does ?" in a suitable mun 
ner for circulation amongst the various Chambers of 
Connerve , Industrial House , etc . The booklet is under 
revision and will draw attention to the services which 
à charlered accountant can sender both in employment 
as well as in practice . If possible , a Hindj edition of the 
booklet may also be published , 

The Professional Development Committee issued dur 
ing the year a booklet " Staff Training Programme," 

Ways and means of strengthening piofessional know 
ledge of the meminers in the field of audituig , to enable 
them to keep their knowledge up -to - date on the latest 
developments in auditing techniques with particular 
reference to modern methods of business control, data 
processing and modren concept of the auditor s responsi 
bility Vi1 -6 - VI public and private sector companies etc . 
are under consideration . 

The val. jus l ormy of audit reports and certificates 
which chartered accoumanis are required to sign ancl 
certify during the course of their professional work are 
being analysed critically . After the study is completed 
it is intended to approach the authorities concerned for 
effecting such modification or revision of the forms of 
reports, cultates , ay may be found necessary to re 
move the attendant difficulties. 
B . RESEARCH 

During the ycar, the following Notes were issued in 
the Members Hancl- Book series : 

(1 ) Nole on Devaluation prepared jointly by the 

Research Commuttee and the Taxation Com 

mittee, 
( ii) Statement on Treatment of Gratuty in AC 

counts . 


These notes were published for the guidince of mem 
bers and supplied free of charge. 


For the guidance of members a short nole reminding 
then to keep in view , during the course of audit , certain 
provisions of the Companies Act which were sometimes 
overlooked was also published in the October 1966 
issue of the Institute s Journdi. 


Apart from the nolcs for guidance of members, re 
presentations were also made to the Government icgard 
ing certain legul spects of Devaluation . The Govern 
ment have accepted most of the suggestions made by the 
institute and recessary amendments to the locome -tax 
Act have been incorporawip the Finance Act 1967. 


Similarly , the views of the Institute on the treatment 
1 Pelicinent Goutui y in Accounts were also conveyed 
to the Guv971! .102n the hasis of the Statement issued 
for the guidance of members, 
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The Central Government also sought the views and 
suggestions of the Institute in respect of the following 
matters : 

(i) Prepuration of a Vertical form of Balance Sheet 
to be considered for insertion in Schedule VI of the Com 
panies Act, 1956 . 

(ü ) Treatment of Depreciation on Fixed Assets used 
during Construction period . 

Notes regarding both these matters are expected to be 
finalised shortly . Regarding the latter , the Research 
Committee has undertaken the preparation of a com 
prehensive pote on the treatment of Expenditure during 
Construction Period which is in an advanced stage of 
preparation by the Sub -Committee appointed for the 
purpose , 

A note for the guidance of members regarding quali 
fications in auditors reports is also getting ready and 
will be issued shortly . This note has been prepared on 
the basis of a large number of qualified audit reports 
which had been collected from the offices of the Regis 
trars of Companies at different places . 

The Research Committee has decided to publish somo 
of its studies in the form of Research Studies as distinct 
from the notes for the guidance of members . In pursu 
unce of this policy , the following studies are being pre 
pared : 

(i) Payment of Bonus Act 
( ii) Price Fixation ( 10 collaboration with the 

Indian Merchants Chamber ) 
( iii ) Bank Accounts and Audit 

( iv ) Valuation of Shares 
Regarding the Research Study on Comparativo Taxa 
tion prepared in association with the Association of 
Indian Trade and Industry, the Research Committeo 
regrets that it has not so far been possible to publish 


any steps are taken for the establishment of an indepen 
dent Centre for Inter - firm Comparisons for Manage 
mеnt . 

During the year , a Deputy Director of Research and a 
Research Officer were appointed in the Research De 
partment of the Institute . 
C . POST -GRADUATE COURSE 

The Post-Graduate Collse Committee carried out 
several activilies for promoting the interest of members in 
the subject of Management Accounting. 

l he first Residential Course on " Accounting System 
for Productivity ” was held at the Administrative Staff 
College of India , Hyderabad , from 22nd August to 
2nd September 1966 . The Course was primarily intend 
cd for practising chattered accountants and was devoted 
particularly to the subject of designing , installing and 
operating an integrated accounting system for the pur 
poses of communication and control. The Course was 
attended by 32 participants, 

The Second Residential Course on Profitability Ac 
counting was also held in collaboration with the Ad 
ministrative Stuti College , Hyaerabad , from 3rd to 9th 
January 1967 . This Course was attended by 48 Parti 
cipents , 

In order to increase the awareness among the public 
about the significant contribution accountants can make 
in improving eliciency and productivity and with a view 
to obtaining closer Association with the Productivity 
Movement in the Country, in addition to the usual prog 
rammes ot arranging Seminars, Courses etc ., several arti 
cles were published in the Journal under the special sec . 
tion on " Accountant and Productivity " and special 
programmes were arranged in different parts of the 
country . Details of the programmes arranged upto 
March 1966 were given in the last report . During the 
period under roport, the following programmes were 
arranged : 

1 , An Inter -City Meeting of chartered accountants 

was arranged at Bhopal. The principal theme 
was " Accountant s Role in National Productivity 
and discussions were held on different topics 

under this subject . 
2 . A symposium on Accountant s Role in increasing 

Productivity was arranged by the Northern 
India Regional Council at New Delhi. Shri 
S . G . Barve , Member, Planning Commission , 
ingugurated the Symposium and Dr. P . S . 
Lokanathan , Director General, National Council 
of Applied Economic Research was the Princi 

pal Speaker 
Tho Institute collaborated with the Natioual Producti 
vity Council in making a survey of Management Ac 
counting Practices in medium and sinall size Under 
takings . Tho team of experts appointed for making this 
survey has visited various industrial Organisations 
throughout the Country and its report is expected to be 
finalised very shortly . 

The particulars about number of members who ap 
peared and were declared successful at the May and 
November 1966 Management Accounting Examinations 
are given in Appendix II . 

Twenty - two members are engaged in practical train 
ing for Part I of the Course . In the preparation of their 
thesis , they are being guided by the top executives from 
Industry , 

With a view to making the course popular and more 
attractive , it has been decided that the practical training 
under Part II may also be allowed to be undergone in 
professional firms of chartered accountants fulfilling cer 
tain basic requirements and would be recognised in the 
case of both partners and employec chartered account. 
ants of the arm . 


it, 


The following new projects were also taken up by the 
Research Committee during the year : 

( i) Preparation of a notc on contingent liabilities. 
(ii ) Preparation of a brief note on auditors reliance 

on internal control, together with « suitable 

bibliography . 
( iii ) Preparaljon of a note on Standards of Inde 

pendence in the conduct of audit of com 

panies . 
( iv ) Recommendations on tho subject of fall in the 

purchasing power of the Rupee and the re 

placement of fixed assets . 
It has also been decided that the Statement on Audit 
ing Practices issued by the Institute should be revised in 
keeping with the latest developments and the suggestions 
received from the members on the original Statement. 

Under the scheme of financial assistance for research 
worh , a grant of Rs. 1 , 000 was sanctioned for a Re 
search Study on “ Integrated System of Cost and Finan 
cial Accounts . " Two studies on " Internal Auditing 
An aid to Management" and " Comparative Reviow of 
Audit Reports " prepared under this scheme are under 
the consideration of the Research Committee . 

An important event during the year was the visit of 
Mr. H , G . C . Naoninga , an I.LO . Expert on Inter -firm 
Comparisons for Management, to India . The Research 
Committee took full advantage of his visit and the ofi 
cers of the Research Department were associated with 
his work during his stay at Bombay for about 3 weeks . 
The Committee would like to record jta gratitude to Mr. 
Nadninga , for this gesture . The Research Committes 
has decided that the officers should acquire sufficient 
theorelical and practical know -how in this field before 
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The syllabus for the Post- Cjraduate Course on " Secre . 
taryship and Management" has been finalised and refer 
red to Government for obtaining its approval and the 
natter is under consideration of the Government. 

It has been decided to award the " R . Rajagopalan 
prize " in the form of a Gold Medal to the best candidate 
completing both Groups of the Examination , under Part I 
of the Course at onc sitting commercing from the No 
vembe 1967 cxamination . The valuc of the prize would 
he Rs. 200 . 

It has been decided that the members of the Institute 
on completing both Parts of the Course should be allow 
ed to use the description " D . M . A ." after their names . 
To implement this decision , paragraph 1 ( 2 ) of Schedule 
C 10 the Chartered Accountants Regulations, 1964 , is 
being amended . The amendment has been referred to 
the Government and is awaiting their approval. 
D , TAXATION 

The Institute submitted 4 pre - budget memorandum 
to the Hon ble Deputy Prime Minister and Finance 
Minister, Government of India , on 28th March 1967. 
After the budget for the year 1966 -67 was presented to 
Parliament, a preliminary representation on the Finance 
(No. 2 ) Bill, 1967, was also submitted to the Deputy 
Prime Mipister and Finance Minister on 29th May 1967. 
Personal representation were also made to the Hon ble 
Deputy Prime Minister and Finance Minister on 23rd 
June 1967 followed up by submission of a detailed memo 
randum . 

The draft of " A Guide to Tax Practice" intended 
piimarily for educating assistants and staff in the offices 
of chartered accountants in the details of taxation prac 
tice is under finalisation for publication , 

In the last reput it had been inentioned that the Taxa 
tion Cominittec had under its consideration the issue of 
a paper on " Taxation of Salaries " . On a further con 
sideration of the cost involved in bringing out the publi 
cation and its utility , the Conoittee has decided to drop 
the project. 

A representation was made to the Central Board of 
Direct Taxes with a view to ensuring that there was no 
unauthorised search of the offices or residences of 
chartered accountants . This representation arosc out of 
a case where an Income-tax Inspector searched the office 
as well as residence of a practising member of the Insti 
lute and took away an inventory of the books of his 
clients available in the office and an inventory of the 
almirahs available at the residence , 

Particulars of the more important representalions 
made by tho Taxation Committee to the authorities du 
ing the year all given below : 

1 . Representation regarding the modification in the 

qualification of accountants for acting as valuri 

under the Estate Duty Act, 
2 . Representation regarding rate of depreciation 

allowance . 
3 . Representation with a view to ensuring that there 

was no unauthorised search of the offices of 

residences of membeis. 
E , EXPERT ADVISORY SERVICE 

It was mentioned in the last report that one of the 
queries referred 10 Expert Advisory Committee was 
pending. During the year under report , 10 further 
qucries were referred to the Committee . Out of the 
total 11 queries, 6 have been antwered , 3 21C under con 
sideration , one was withdrawn by tho querist and one 
was not considered suitable for being answered by the 
Committee . 
F . EMPLOYMENT COMMITTEE 

There has been an increasing demand from trade and 
industry for employing members of the Institute. A list 
of candidates who securod Arst 25 ranks in the Final 


Examination of the Institute was scat to important indus 
il sud business concerny will 2 view to assisting them 
in securing the services of talented persons for their 
organisations . The successful candidates in the Final 
Examination were also informed of the assistance pro 
vided by the Institute in the matter of securing employ 
ment , 

The total number of members on the Employment 
Register on 31st March 1967 was 95 as aguinst 450 on 
31st March 1966 . During the year under report, re 
commendations were made to 17 concerns for employ 
ment of chartered accountants . There were 4 more or 
ganisations to whom no recommendations could be made 
as the pay scales offered by thein were very low . 

A survey conducted revealed that by and large there 
Was no problem of unemployment as such among the 
members of the profession and it was only one of seeking 
belter employment. 

To further improve the employment prospects of 
chartered accountants and to educate the public about 
The types of services rendered by them , an attractive 
samphlet " Wły don t you employ a Chartered Account 
, 17t " con ! information about the functions pei 
formed by chartered accountants and the advantages that 
could be derived by employing them in their organise 
tions, has been circulated amongst the medium and small 
sized business houscs. 

The service of cutting Newspaper advertisements 
relating to cmployment of chartered accountants for dis 
play on the notice boards of Regional Councils was 
started in the Eastern India Region . This service having 
proved successful has now teen extended to the Southern 
India Region also . Further , the prospective employers , 
who generally advertise in the rowspapers , are being 
approached to seek the Institute s assistanco for employ 
raent of chartered accountan s and also to insert their 
advertisements in tbc Instilute s Journal. 
G . AD HOC COMMITTEE FOR DEALING WITH 

UNJUSTIFIABLE REMOVAL OF AUDITORS 
During ihe year, no complaint was received by the 
( Kumittee ,

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IV , OTHER MATTERS 
A , THE CHARTERED ACCOUNTANTS ACT AND 

REGULATIONS 
(a ) The Chartered Accountants Act. 

It was mentioned in the last report that the Govern 
ment had been requested to amend the Chartered Ac 
countants Act to provide for the Pieşident continuing in 
office after the expiry of his term in a case wbere the 
Council for any reason does not nect and new Presi 
dent is not elected in time. 

Government have accepted the proposal in principle 
and an amendment would be made in the Act in due 
course . 

( b ) The Chartere ] Accountants Regulations. 

The Government have accepted in principle for plac 
ing a time- limit on entertaining complaints against mem 
bers of the Institute for misconduct where more than 10 
years have elapsed except in cases involving moral turpi 
Lude where no limo-limit shall be placed . Ancndments 
in the Regulations to give effect to this decision will be 
introduced shortly . 

The following are the more important amendments in 
the Chartered Accountants Regulations made during the 
year : 

1. The regional councils shall be self-supporting 

and apart from the grant- in - aid that may be 
given to them , they shall not borrow or obtain 
credit without the prior wanction of the Council. 
(Notification No. 1-CA ( 10 ) / 66 dated 20th July 

1966 ) . 
2 . (a ) Piovision for accounts of the Regional 

Councils being maintained by them , being audit 
ed by auditor s appointed by the Regional Con 
stituencies and for their being pussed at their 
annual general meetings , 
(b ) Provision for thcie being only one mceting 
of the Regional Constitucncy instead of two and 
the date for such meeling being advanced to a 
date betwcen 15th May and 15th Juno overy 
year so as to give sufficient time for the incor 
poralion of tho accounts of the regional coun 
cils in the accounts of the Council . (Notifica 
tion No. 1 -CA ( 8 ) / 1 / 66 dated 31st August 

1966 ) . 
3 . Providing that with effect from 1st January 

1967 , tho students shall send ono application in 
duplicate to the Institute s secretariat and to dis 
continue soparato registrations of practical train 
ing and that for purposes of postal tuition , in the 
interest of the convenience of students and in 
order to avoid Delays . Notification No. 1 -CA 
( 14 ) / 66 dated 22nd December 1966 ) .

4 . Changes in election regulations, 
B , JOINT COMMITTEE ON THE FUTURE OF THE 

ACCOUNTANCY PROFESSION IN INDIA 
Members have already been informed through “ The 
Chartered Accountant" issue for October, 1966 about 
the communication received from tho Government of 
India referring to the discussions in the United Kingdom 
regarding the future , scope and structurc of Accoun 
tancy , profession there , the suggestions received from 
Various quarters regarding the unification of the Institute 
of Chartered Accountants of India and the Institute of 
Cost and Works Accountants of India , as also the desir 
ability of having an unified profession of Accountancy 
with all the facets thereof. coming within the purview of 
an integrated body. Government had suggested that the 
two Institutes, namely the Costitute of Chartered AC 
countants of India and the Institute of Cost and Works 
Accountants of India , might set up a Committee for 


considering the question of the reorganisation of the set 
up of the profession in this country for imparting train 
ing in the related subjects and for regulating the Accoun 
tancy profession . According to the Government coin 
munication , the Committee to be so set up is expected to 
make its recommendations regarding the various issues , 
thç most important of which is the scope and structure 
of the Accountancy profession in India . The Committee 
was also expected to consider the question of the ncces 
sity or otherwise of continuing the two bustitutions in 
their present form and other related matters , 

The Government communication was considered by 
the Councils of the two Lastitutes and a Joint Committee 
comprising of 12 members from cach Council , was con 
stituted . The names of members of the Compittee are 
given in Appendix III, Shri G . P . Kapadia , the First 
President of the Institute of Chartered Accountants of 
India was elocted as the Chairman and Shri C . Bala 
krishnan was appointed as the Secretary to the Com 
mittee. The Committee has completed its deliberations . 
C . HISTORY OF THE ACCOUNTANCY PROFES 

SION 
The work in this connection had to be suspended as 
Shri G . P . Kapadia , who had kindly undertaken this 
assignment, has heen busy with the deliberations of the 
Joint Committee on the Future of the Accountancy Pro 
fession in India as its Chairman . 
D , ELECTIONS 

The Supreme Court in its Judynient of 13th December 
1966 has upheld the validity of Council s Notification No . 
1-CA ( 34 ) / 64 dated 22nd February 1964 whereby the 
Council had prohibited ( 1 ) issuing manifestoes or cir 
culars ; (2 ) canvassing votes by visiting places of busi 
ness or residence of the voters or in any other manner; 
and ( 3 ) organising parties to entertain voters . 

At its meeting held in March 1967 , the Council look 
into consideration observations of the Supreme Court 
and the various representations received in the matter 
and after a review of the various suggestions made and 
after considering all the aspects relating to tho matter , 
the Council resolved that the restriction contained in 
Clause ( 2 ) relating to the canvassing of votes by visiting 
places of business or residence of ihe voters or in any 
other manner , need not be retaine. l. A potification was 
accordingly issucd ( No. 1 -CA ( 18 ) / 67 dated 27th 
March 1967) in supersessiou of the previous notifica 
tions. 

Copies of the notification were circulated to members 
of the Institute with an appcal from the Prosident that 
even though the restriction on canvassing had been 
deleted the Counci) expects that the members would re 
frain from all such practices as might undermine the 
honour and dignity of the profession .

The third Regional Semi 
nar on Taxation was inaugurated by Shri M . Bakthavat 
Halam , the then Chicf Minister of Mudrag on 10th De 
cember, 1966 . A meeting was held on 2nd January , 
1967 which was addressed by Hon ble Shri O . S . Pathak , 
the then Minister of Law , Government of ladit and Shri 
C . R , Pattabhi Raman , the then Deputy Minister of Law , 
Government of India . 

Members of the Eastern India Regional Council met 
Hon blo Shri G . S . Pathak , Law Minister, Government 
of India at a Lunch on 15th July , 1966 at the Calcutta 
Club . The Regional Council also organised a symposium 
on " Audit of Public Sector Undertaking," from 25th to 
27th February 1967.

The Council has amended its resolution under Section 
4 ( 1 ) ( V ) of the Chartered Accountants Act (published 


as Appendix No. ( 5 ) to the Chartered Accountants Act ) 
to include the name of the Institute of Chartered Ac 
countants in Australia , as one of the bodies whose mem 
hership is recognised for purposes of enrolment in the 
va e of those wiro are permanent residents of India . 
D . MEMBERSHIP OF OTHER ASSOCIATIONS 

The Council has decided that, as a matter of general 
policy , members of the Institute might be permitted to 
become members of various associations so long as the 
provisions of the Chartered Accountants Act and the 
Regulations framed thereunder are not infringed , parti 
cularly those relating to the Code of Conduct which 
members were expected to observe and more particularly 
those relating to advertising and canvassing for profes 
sional work , 
E . DISCIPLINARY ACTION 

Details of the findings of the Council in the Cases re 
ferred by it for enquiry to the Disciplinary Committee 
under Regulation 11 ( 8 ) ( 1 ) since last report are given in 
Appendix V . 
F . PROFESSIONAL ETHICS 

The Council decided to iysue the following statements 
which were published in " The Chartered Accountant" . 
( a ) Charging of Premium under the new Reguid 

tions. (June & July 1966) . 
“ Attention of the members in practice is invited to 
Regulation 31 of the Chartered Accountants Regulations 
which prescribed that no premium shall be charged or be 
payable in the case of articled clerks entering into ser 
vice on or after the 18th day of July 1964. This provi 
sion is hcing specifically brought to the attention of the 
members so as to remove any misconception that there 
may be in their minds on this subject . The charging of 
premium is now completely prohibited under the Regu 
lations and any member doing so will render himself 
liable for disciplinary action under Section 21 read with 
clause (1) of Part II of the Second Schodule to the 
Chartered Accountants Act, 1949." 
( b ) Advertisements in the public press (February 

1967 ) . 
" Recently instances have come to the notice of the 
Council where members advertise in the public press for 
the post of internal auditor, for income-tax , sales - tax and 
secretarial work . In this connection the attention of 
members is drawn to the following directive issued by 
the Council and published in the booklet " Code of Con 
duct" (Page 24 , September 1966 edition ) ; 
" An advertisement for a part-time Directorship , 

part- time secretarial work or any part- timo 
work in the field of work undertaken by prac 
tising accountants, would essentially be an offer 
of professional services and therefore would 
offend against the unwritten rule. The only 
exception is that a member may properly ad 
vertise in the professional accountancy prcss an 
offor of his part- time services to a practising 
accountant. It is important that the wording 
of the advertisement should be abundantly 

clear in this respect." 
VIII. AWARD FOR THE 

BEST PRESENTED ACCOUNTS 
During the year , 106 entries , as compared to 159 in 
the previous year , were received for the award for best 
presented accounts . 

The Shield Panel did not consider, for tho purpose of 
award of the Institute s Shield for the best Annual Re 
port and Accounts for the year 1964 -65, the Reports re 
ceived from companies which had been awarded the 
Shield in earlier years , as , in the opinion of the Panel, 
while they had maintained the standard alroady attained 
in the past, there was no substantial iniprovomeut in the 
Reports and Accounts submitted by them this year. The 
Panel did not consider that any of the Annual Reports 
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and Accounts submitted by the other entrants had attain 
ed the standard expected for the award of the Shield . 
Therefore no award of the Shield was made for the year 
1964 -65. The Reports and Accounts of the undermen 
tioned companies were highly commended, but as in the 
past, their ranking inter se was oot filxed :

B . CHANGE IN THE PROCEDURE FOR REGIS 

TRATION WITH EFFECT FROM 1ST JANU 
ARY , 1967. 
The articled and audit clerks hitherto were required 
( 1 ) to register with the Coucoing Board for the postal 
tuition within 10 days of the commencement of their 
training and ( 2 ) to register their service with the Insti 
tute s office within 30 days of the commencement. To 
avoid this duplication of work and to add convenience 
to all concerned in the matiti , the Council has decided 
that with effcct from 1st January, 1967 , there shall be 
only one registration for the purpose . The application 
form is to be sent in duplicate so as to reach thc Insti 
tute s office within 15 days of he commencement of tho 
training. 

The Chartered Accountants Regularions have been 
suitably amended . 
C . PAYMENT OF STIPEND 

The Council decided to issue the following recom 
mendation to the members regirding payment of stipends 
to their articled clerks. This was published in August 
1966 issue of the Journal : 

" With a vicw to bringing in larger number of young 
men of the requisite calibre and high educational quali 
fications into the profession , the Special Committee for 
revising the system of training and examination had re 

commended that articled clerks should be paid stipends 
by the principals , 

It is felt that, for attracting better talents to the pro 
fession , it is essential that articled clerks should be paid 
stipends. The Council , therefore, strongly recommends 
that all members of the Institute who are training articled 
clerks should pay them stipends . It is sincerely hoped 
that this suggestion would be implemented by the mem 
bers. " 
D . INDUSTRIAL TRAINING

E , ALL INDIA STUDENTS CONFERENCE AT NEW 

DELHI. 
The All India Students Conference scheduled to be 
held in December, 1966 at New Delhi was postponed 
due to the All India Conference of Accountants held in 
January , 1967 at Jaipur.

F . STUDENTS ASSOCIATIONS AND THEIR 

BRANCHES 
The students Associations and their branches were 
very active during the year . They held conferences, 
study lectures mcetings , symposia etc . and arranged 
matches, industrial visits and picnics . 
G . COACHING BOARD 
Registration 

During the year under report, 2 ,432 students were ep 
rolled for the Intermediate Course as against 2 ,053 in the 
previous year also 1 ,703 students commenced tuition for 
the Final Examination as against 763 in the previous 
year. The increase in the enrolment which had taken 
place in the previous years and was maintained during 
the year under review also had an impact on the number 
of students appearing for the Examinations of the Insti 
tute. Complete details in this regard are contained in 
Appendix VI. 
Revision Classes 

The popularity of Revision Classes continued to in 
crease ; both the number of students who attended the 
classes and the number of places in the country at which 
these were held were greater as compared to those in the 
previous year . Special Oral Courses for sub - standard 
students , both for the Intermediate and Final Examina 
tions were also announced , but could not be held sinco 
the number of students who offered to join them was not 
sufficient. 
Library facilities 

During the year the schemo for establishing small 
libraries for use of students in towns where there is a 
concentration of 50 or more articled or audit clerks was 
completed There are at present such libraries in eleven 
towns in addition to those at the Regional headquarters. 
Further the stock of books in the libraries at the Regional 
headquarters is being increased from time to timo. 
Merit and Loan Scholarships Scheme 

Under this scherne only nine Merit Scholarships wero 
awarded during the year on the basis of the examinations 
held in May and November, 1966 , since one candidate 
who had qualified for it was already recciving a scholar 
ship from the Government of India . 

During the year only eighteen articled clerks applied 
for Loap Scholarships and out of them scholarships wero 
awarded to elcven . 
H . REVIEWING COMMITTEE 

During the year the working of the Coaching Board 
was reviewed by a Committee set up by the Council . Its 
principal recommendations were : 

( a ) that the students should be given the option to 
answer 25 % of the total number of test papers comprised 
in their Programmes of Studies; 

(b ) that when the performance of a student is found 
to be unsatisfactory , the student may be required to ans 
wer all the optional test papers and even more;

A member was found guilty of professional miscon 
duct for having taken money from an articled clerk and 
retained it as his fee outside the articles. The Council 
had recommended to the High Court removal of his 
name for a period of three years . Being the first case 
of the kind coming before that particular High Court 
and apart from this incident nothing had been heard 
against the member and in view of the offer made by 
him to pay off the amount without delay, the High Court 
held that it would be suficient if his name was removed 
for a period of six months. 
Causing delay in the finalisation of the Profit & Loss 
Account and the Balance Sheet. 

A member was found guilty of professional miscon 
duct for having delayed the Analisation of the Profit & 
Loss Account and the Balance Sheet by raising several 
queries and writing several letters to his clients with a 
view to making them agree to an enhanced audit fed 
which the clients were not prepared to accede to . The 
Council had recommended to the High Court removal 
of his name for a period of one year . The High Court 
held that though the evidence on the record did not 
clearly prove that the member wiis gu lty of misconduct 
hy raising several queries and wriling several letters to 
his clients with the object of securing agreement to an 
enhanced audit fue to which the clients were not agrce 
able, nevertheless , the Court was fully satisfied that he 
had been extremely negligent and careless in not attach 
ing due importance expected of a professional man to 
the factor of delay in the matter of preparation of the 
Profit & Loss Account and the Balance Sheet of his 
clients. On this view of the matter the High Court held 
that in the circumstances of the case it would serve the 
ends of justice if thc member was reprimanded . 

Failure to return the money ob ained by way of pre 
mium for articled clerkship , 

A member was found guilty of professional miscon 
duct for having obtained the money by way of premium 
of articled clerkship and failed to return it when it was 
found that he had no vacancy , in spite of several de 
mands . The Council had recommended to the High 
Court removal of his name for one year . The High 
Court however, finding the punishment proposed by the 
Council not commensurate with the nature of the offence 
reprimanded him and directed h ın to pły the costs .

A member was found quilty of professional miscon 
duct under clause (6 ) of Part I of the Fint Schedule to 
the Act for having written several letters to the Co-ope 
Talive Department asking for allotment of audit work to 
his firms.

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Paying tributes to the late Dr. Gopi Chand Bhargava, 
the Vice -Chancellor said that Dr. Bhargava was a dis 
tinguished alumnus of the Panjab University , having 
graduated in Medicine in the year 1912 at Lahore . As 
the first Chief Minister of the Panjab State , Dr. Bhar 
gava was responsible to a large extent for the rehabilita 
tion of not only the East Panjab State but also of the 
East Panjab University . In spite of considerable diffi 
culties, Dr. Bhargava set the East Panjab University on 
its feet . In the year 1960 , the Panjab University con 
ferred on Dr. Bhargava the honorary degree of Doctor 
of Laws in recognition of the remarkable service he 
rendered to the Panjab State and the Panjab University . 

Referring to the services rendered by the late Princi 
pal A . R . Khanna to the Panjab University , the Vice 
Chancellor stated that Principal Khanna was connected 
with the Panjab University in many ways , firstly as 
Professor at Government College, Lahore , and later as 
Principal of Government College , Ludhiana . After re 
tiring from government service , Principal Khanna headed 
a number of affiliated colleges. Principal Khanna, he 
said , was a sportsman to the core and was connected 
with the sports activities of this University , first as Vice 
President and later as President of the Panjab University 
Sports Committee . Principal Khanna s sporting spirit re 
flected in all what he did . He was very genuine , trans 
parent and upright. 

The Senate placed on record their deep sense of grief 
and sorrow and paid homage to the departed souls , all 
standing in their seats for two minutes .

Introducing the budget estimates for 1967 -68 , as re 
commended by the Syndicate , the Vice - Chancellor said 
that he wished to make a few observations . He said that 
the current year s budget had worked well , on the whole . 
While the deficit was estimated at Rs. 16 lacs , the actual 
expenditure had showed that deficit had been reduced to 
Rs. 3 lacs, He mcntioned that in the budget for the next 
year, an expenditure of about Rs. 8 lacs was being pro 
vided for various measures towards the welfare of Univer 
sity employees . Nicntioning a few of these measures , the 
Vice -Chancellor said that the pay -scales recommended 
by the Kothari Education Commission were being given 
to the University tcacher s also , though this decision could 
not be implemented so far , as the final decisions of the 
State Governments were still awaited . As the mem 
bers were aware, 80 per cent of the expenditure on this 
account would be met by the Central Government., but 
the balance of 20 per cent has to be given by the State 
Governments . He drew attention to his remarks at the 
Finance Board meeting that even though the State Gov . 
ernments intioduced the new pay - scales from 1 - 11- 1966 
( this was because the new States were set up as a re 
Sult of reorganisation from this date ) , the University 
should stick to thçir previous decision to introduce the 
new pay -scales with effect from April 1, 1966 . The 
Syndicate had further recommended that if the necessary 
sanction from the governinents were not received during 
the current year , the provision made for this purpose 
should be carried on to the next year. In regard to the 
college teachers , the University had unanimously decided 
that they should also be given the same pay -scales as re 
commended by the Kothari Education Commission . He 
hoped that the State Governments will give their approval 
soon . The Vice - Chancellor also mentioned the threats 
given by the college teachers for boycotting the Univer 
sity examinations. He said that he had appealed to the 
teachers not to takc any such steps as were likely to 
disrupt the life in the State and jeopardise the interests 
of students and work of the University . Ho hoped that 
the examinations would be held in the normal way and 
the teachers would eventually abandon the proposed boy 
cott of the examination . In regard to the future of the 
University , the Vice -Chancellor stated that it will conti 
nue to serve the State of the Punjab , Haryana, Himachal 
Pradesh and the Union Territory of Chandigarh . The 
situation was a little peculiar in that none of these States 
owned the Panjab University . According to the Reorga 
nisation Act , however , the Central Government has to 
determine the grants to be given to the Panjab Univer 
sity by the four States. The Central Government does 
not take responsibility for giving any grats to the Pan 
jab University , as according to the Rcorganisation Act 
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they have only to determine the amount to be given by 
these Slates . The finances of the Panjab University, he 
said , were linked up with the conduct of the Matricula 
tion and Higher Secondary cxaminations and when 
changes are made to set up Higher Secondary Education 
Boards, the Panjab University would have to he adequatc 
ly compensated for the loss of revenue on account of 
thesc examinations. During the next, however , the Pan 
jab University will continue to function as previously , 
and the budget for the next year had been prepared 
accordingly . With these words he asked the members 
to discuss the budget proposals . 

Shri Virendra , opening the discussion on the budget, 
remarked that the income shown in the budget on 
account of grants from the Statey may not come and so 
the final picture of the budget as presented may not be 
correct. He said that the position of the Panjab Univcr 
sity was rather strange in that while it was under the 
Central Government, no financial responsibility had been 
taken by that government. He was of the opinion that 
certain items included in the budget appeared to him to 
be superfluous and, therefore , should he deletçd . One 
such item was the new post of Director of the Depart 
ment of Laws. There was already a post of a Professor 
who was Head of this Department and if the present in 
cumbent was not competent, he should be removed . He 
felt that all surplus and unnecessary expenditurc included 
in the budget should be deleted . 

The Vicc - Chancellor icad out relevant provision in the 
Reorganisation Act which gave full authority to the Cen 
tral Government to determine the grants payable to the 
Panjab University by the States , namely Panjab , Haryana , 
Himachal Pradesh and the Union Territory of Chandi 
garh . He added that thc Central Government had deter 
mined the grants and had sent neceysary instructions to 
the respective States for payment of the grants as in 
cluded in the budget proposals, 

Prof. D . C . Sharma remarked that the budget , as pre 
sented to thc Syndicate , was a welfare budget. This 
University , he said , was a welfare institu ion in many 
ways including the cmployces from class IV to the top . 
Referring to thc remarks that none of the States owned 
up the Panjab University , Prof. D . C . Sharma said that 
the Central Government had already determine and 
written to the Stales and the Union Territory of Chandi 
garh to give grants to the Panjab University . When the 
Panjah University was started in 1947 , it was quite small, 
and its growth can be well imagined if the budget figures 
for that year were compared with the present figures; the 
budget has risen ( rom 34 lacy to 2 .62 crores He said 
that no power on earth coull topple the Panjab Univer 
sity . If the States do not give any grants , the Central 
Government would have to take over control of this 
University ., so that the finances did not suffer . He was 
sure that the Ccolral Government would ultimately be 
come foster -parent of this University . Striking an opti 
misic note , Prof. D . C . Sharma said that the Panjab 
University wis the pride not only of the United Panjab , 
but also of the whole country because people from all 
ove the world cime here and paid glowing tributes to 
its campus and the teachers . The Panjab University 
w ild continue to grow and flourish and maintain its 
welfare characler . With these words . he proposed that 
thc hudget proposals , 29 recommended by the Syndicate , 
be approved . 

Principal B . L , Kapur remarked that during the current 
year there had been considerable student unrest in the 
whole of the country. He asked whether it was not 
worth while to arrange a Seminar to consider the pro 
blem . Kothari Education Commission , he said , had re 
commended that the students may be given 211 Oppor 
tunity to come on to the University hodies . That, he 
thought might he con idered too radical by conservative 
peonle. Drawing attention to the fact that students paid 
to the University about Rs, 1 .53 crores by way of exami. 
nations fees , etc ., Principal Kapur asked whether the 


Panjab University was doing anything for the students , 
These point, he said , would be considered in the Princi 
pals Conference . He also thought that the rules relat 
ing to cligibility of students to appcar in the University 
examinations needed revision . He suggested that the 
University should adjust itself to the present circums 
tances and try to do its best for the students, Agreeing 
with Shri Virendra , he said , that the income from the 
examination fees might be soon considerably reduced 
When the Panjab and Kurukshetra Universities assumed 
affiliating powers. Therefore , unnecessary expenditure 
should be cut down . He, too , felt that the proposed post 
of Director of Department of Laws was unnecessary . 

Prof. O . P . Sharma, congratulating the Vice-Chancellor 
on the proposed budget , agreed with Prof. D . C . Sharma 
that the recommendutions of the Syndicate he approved , 
The budget, he said , was pragmatic , realistic and dyna 
mic. The Panjab University was a growing and expand 
ing institution . Referring to the fecling that the Panjab 
University had lost belongingness , Pror, O . P . Sharma 
said that there was no control over these things . He pro 
posed that the recommendationi of the Syndicate in re 
gard to the budget proposals be accepted 

Principal O . P . Dogra said that whilc approving the 
budget , the University should think of income also and 
not only expenditure . The bigness of an institution 
should not be determined by the size of its expenditure . 
He suggested that it was not necessary to create the 
post of Dean of Student Welfare and also the Director, 
Department of Laws. He felt that small units of the 
preliminary law rlasses might be set up in different towns 
and the students should come to Chandigarh for the 
final year of the LL . B coursc . He also felt that the 
Evening Colleges were not very useful, He thought 
that the regular Colleges could start cvening classes also , 
He was even opposed to the Regional Post-Graduate 
Centres. He was, however, in favour of raising the rate 
of examiners fees. If it entailed considerable expendi 
ture thc budget could be scrutinised to reduce other 
itcms of expenditure . 

Shri Kanwar Lal Sharma asked the house to scrutinise 
the budget with a vicw to see what was desirable and 
what was wrong and not to describe the budget with un 
necessary adjectives. The Panjab University should 
strive to be known by its products and not merely by 
thç pay- scales , etc . of its teachers and other staff. He 
strongly felt that a good University should use all its re 
sources towards producing better quality of graduates 
even though their nụmber may be small. The University 
should also look into the causes of student unrest in the 
country. He emphasised that these were the things to 
which the University should pay more attention . He 
wanted to know the necessity for the proposed post of 
Director of Department of Laws. 

Shri Ram Chandra congratulated the Vice - Chancellor 
for the deficit budget, He congratulated because he not 
ed with satisfaction that the Vice-Chancellor had volun 
teered at the Finince Board meeting to cut down the 
adfitional demands in order to balance the budget, as 
much as posible .

A large part of this income was 
on account of thc Matriculation and Higher Secondary 
ſecs . Moreover , the admission fees realised from the 
candidates were largely ulilised in the conduct of exami 
nations. Referring to the suggestion of the Syndicate 
for continuation feo of Rs. 2 per annum , the Vice 
Chancellor said that at Lahore the registration fee used 
10 bc Rs, 7 and later it was raised to Rs. 5 . This amount 
has not been raised for a long time now although the 
Services of the University to the colleges and their stu 
dents have expanded in many directions. Previously , 
there was one University examination after two years 
and now we have examinations every year . This has 
resulted in the work of entries in the Register of Stu 
dents being multiplied . In some of the other Universi 
ties , the amount of regi .tration fee was higber than ours. 
It was not considered desi. able to raise the registration 
fee. The University of Delhi was charging a continua 
tion fee of Rs. 2 per annum from every student and that 
was why the Syndicate considered that a similar fee be 
charged by the Panjab University also . After all , the 

ervices rendered by the University had to be adequately 
paid for . The suggestion for charging the continuation 
fee was considered by the Syndicate sometime ago and 
Principal B . L , Kapur also agreed though he suggested 
that the decision to this cflect should be recorded at a 
subsequent mcering as there was student unrest at the 
time and possibly there might be repercussions . The 
expenditure of the University had gone up considerably 
during the iecent ycars in every direction and therefore 
legitimate sources of revenue must be tapped . For all 
these reasons, the Vice - Chancellor proposed that the un

The Vice -Chancellor stated ibat the Senate meeting 
held on 11- 12 -66 considered the structure of education 
in the country and took certain decisions, but considera 
tion of the rest of the Education Commission Report 
was postponed .

Inviting discussion on the various recommendations 
contained in the Report, the Vice -Chancellor drew 
atlention to the observation that the Roport should not 
he an excuse for procrastination but it should serve us 
lever for dynamism . A meeting of the Vice -Chancellors 
had been fixed in the month of December , 1966 to con 
sider the Kothari Education Commission Report, but it 
Was postponed and will now take place in the month of 
May . As the members were aware , the Panjab Univer 
sity had done some thinking about Education Commis 
sion Report. Special meetings of the Syndicate for this 
purpose were held on three consecutive days in the 
month of October, 1966 and the Academic Council had 
also considered various recommendations contained in 
the Report . Herds of University Tcaching Departments 
and Principals of affiliated colleges had also sent in their 
oh ervations in response to the University letter. The 
office had prepared a compendium of all the informa 
tion and had circulated it to the members , He requested 
the house to discuss it and take appropriate decisions, so 
that the views of this University may be sent to the 
Education Ministry and the University Granty Commis 
sion and also for use at the conference of Vice -Chancel 
lors which will be held in May , 1967 . 

The following is a gist of the discussion by Senate on 
the various points in regard to which the Syndicato had 
made their recommendations : 
CHAPTER II (Para 2 .35 ) . 

Time- Table for Schools , Colleges and University. 

Prof. R . N . Safaya remarked that while he agreed 
with the time- table suggested by the Syndicatc , there 
would have to be a separate time-table for the Teachers 
Training Colleges. He also suggested that a recommen 
dation should be made to the Education Department that 
the dates for summer vacation in the schools and colleges 
should synchronise with each other , 

The Senate accepted the recommendation of the Syndi 
cate and also the suggestions made by Prof. R . N . 
Safaya. 
N . C . C . Training, 

There was a good deal of discussion on this sub 
ject. 

Principal 0 . P . Dogra was of the opinion that com 
pulsory N . C . C . training should continue, because the 
students had benefited from it a good deal. He also 
suggested that students who wanted to take part in sports 
should he allowed to do so and they should be granted 
exemption from compulsory N . C . C , training to the extent 
they attended sports, on production of proper centifl 
cates . 

Shri Virendra , agreeing with Principal Dogra , said that 
nobody could deny the necessity of N . C .C . training, but 
1he present method , he said , appeared to be a fraud and 
there was a lot of wastage . The University should see 
that the training being imparted was really good and the 
real object should be ensured . As it was, students were 
not getting any training nor were they having any sense 
of responsibility . What was more , they did not get any 
training in discipline. He proposed that committee should 
he appointed to visit some colleges and study the prevent 
working of this scheme. 

Shri Kanwar Lal Sharma asked for detailed informa 
tion about the N . C . C . training, 

Principal Gurbakhsh Singh Shergill mentioned in brief 
the salient features of N . C .C . training. He felt that there 
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shoull be proper cu -ordination between the NCC. train 
ing and the Phys. cal Training Departments . He was of 
the opnion that NCC tidning should be compulsary 
at the Pre - University stage and at he BA /BSc stage 
Il should be allowed only to selected students , 

Shi Ha bhijan Singh said that there was no practical 
utility in the NCC training On the other hand , it had 
resulted in Jeter olduon oſ Cademic standards and 
sporty The students who are supposed to have received 
NCC Tuning kiiew little about military life and discip 
line He giced with Shri Virendra hat it was not serv 
ing any useful purpose He thought that the students 
were attracted hy NCC traming only because of the 
refreshments He proposed that NCC training should be 
made optional, so that only such students offered it as 
were really interested in it , 

Shri Ram Chandia said that he was happy at the 
recommendat on of the Syndicate Giving ieasons how 
N .CC , training was introduced as a compulsory discip 
line, he said that there was a simular suggestion for wo 
men students also which was ult :mately rejected . He 
drew attention to the remarks of certain members that 
huge sums of money were being wasted on this scheme 
und students obtained exemption from it by producing 
lule medical cer ficates He mentioned that sometime 
230 the Central Government ppointed a coinmittcc 
which was known as Kunziu Committee and this Com 
miltec was asked to examine the various schemes like 
NCC training plysical training , ctc , and to report 
which one Wels desiable and should be retained . The 
unanimous recommendation of this committee was that 
NCC laivno should he ontional and not coinpulsory 
This committee also recommended that, iſ considered 
necessary, military studies may be introduced as an 
elective subject. He said that 110 was in favoui of 
jeçonmendation of the syndicate being accepted 

Ch Suraj Mall was strongly in favour of retention of 
NCC training as compulsory discipline He said that 
thus train ng had done very good work Students want 
ed to undergo this truning wih enthusiasm He ( clt 
strongly that every young man of India should be pro 
perly trained to defend his country whenever necessity 
arose During the Pakistani aggression n 1965, N . C . C 
cadets did very rood work He was, therefore , opposed 
to the recommendation made by th3 Syndicate, 

Principal Pritam Singh said that as the Panjab State 
was on the border , it was necessary for the nation to 
keep prepared for any emergency . He howevei, said 
that the present training was no good His feeling was 
th it indixcipline amongst students was partly due to the 
Introduction of NCC NS a coinpulsory training Stu 
dents were driven to obtain eyemption by producing 
false medical certificates . The purpose of the scheme 
was not being served . He was in favour of such train 
ing but it should be done in a proper way . His ex 
perience was that the picsent scheme had failed He 
proposed that the best thing would be to send the stu 
dents for a certain period to regulat Aimy and Army 
Campy for such training during summer vacation Ho 
was also of the view that NCC training should not 
clash with academic students and sports activities of the 
students 

Prof. D C Sharma said that he was in a way connect 
ed with the NCC training because for sometimo he 
was a member of the Advisory Committee on NCC 
training appointed by the Lok Sabha. He had no doubt 
that if the usefulness of the raining was desired to be 
downgraded , it should be made optional He was, thele 
fore , opposed to the proposal of the Syndicate The need 
of the modern times was that the studies should be made 
defence oriented Ho thought that compulsory NCC 
training had been of great help to India He, however, 
agreed that improvements should be made in the method . 
for which a committee should be appointed He agreed 
with the suggestion made by Shri Ram Chandra that 


military síuden s should be in reduced as an elective sub 
ject. 

Shri Gurbachan Singh Bajwa was of the opinion that 
every students should be compulsory required to spend 
at least one month in a Military Camp. 

Principal Bishan Singh was in favour of wholc-time 
N .CC, training for a period of at least one month The 
whule - time training could be done during the suminjer 
yaca11011 He was opposed to the present scheme, as it 
mcant quite a lot of wastage . 

Principal O , P , Mohan , supporting the recommendu 
tion of the Syndicate , said that everyone agreed that 
India should hçep its young men ready for purposes of 
defence and the student , should be made to rough out 
military lif : He, however , felt that the present method 
necded revision . At present hardly 10 to 20 per cent 
students gained anything from N . C . C training . 

Shri Kanwar Lal Sharma was of the opinion that 
NCC “I mug which was a good thing should be re 
taned , and if thcre were any difficulties , they should 
he inet He wis opposed to the suggestion that this 
training should be made voluntary , because as soon as 
that is done, no student would take it He agreed with 
Ch Suraj Mall for retention of NCC , tiaining on a 
compulsory basis. The students should keep themselves 
prepired for any emergency He was opposed to volun 
tary training, as that was a half, hearted measure 

Principal B L Kapur agiced that the youth of the 
country should be prepared for defence , and that mca 
sures for it should not be half-hearted All the members 
were anxious about their responsibilities He was 11 
favour of compulsory NCC training, but the method 
required reconsideration He also sad that the entire 
nation should be prepared for defence of the countiy 
and not only the students The present tiaining, he said , 
was not efficient and would not, therefore , lead to any 
nieasure of success. Suppoiling the resolution of the 
Syndicate Principal Kapur said that NCC, training 
should be made compulsory and should be imparted bc 
ſoic a degree is conferied on a student By making it 
whole time the truning would he put on a very sound 
footing and the sludents who undertook I would do so 
willingly and seriously. 

The Vice - Chancellor remarked that there had heen a 
good deal of fruitful discussion on the subject of NCC 
training. This training, he said , was introduced as a 
compulso y discipline in the wake of Chinese aggres 
sion The then Defence Minister addressed a meeting 
of Vice -Chancellors and appealed to them to accept the 
scheme which he wanted to introduce The Vice - Chon 
cellors willingly agreed to the suggestion as a patriotic 
duty Aftei sometime, some Vice -Chancellors expressed 
dissatisfaction on the working of the scheme At the 
last meeting of the Vice-Chancellors , this dissatisfaction 
appeared more pronounced He drew attention to the 
views of the Kothari Education Commission , as they 
appeared in the Report He personally felt that if it 
was desned to retain compulsory NCC training. it 
should be on sustained basis for a period of six months oi 
a year . The Syndicate felt that it should be on whole 
tirne basis after the student has completed his erainina 
tion If the Army authorities are unable to arrange 
whole -time tra ning at one stretch , they can spread it 
over the summer vacation The Vice - Chancellor ob 
served that some people had said with some justification 
that comnulsory NCC training affected other act vities 
in the colleges to which students had a natural right. He 
felt that the recommendation of the Syndicate was quito 
correct in the sense that in duc couise, the Un versity 
should try to make it voluntary and it should be treated 
as one of the activities of a college If feasible it should 
he made compulsory on a whole- time basis , for six months 
or a year . 

The consensus of oplnion was that the recommenda 
tion of the Syndicato be accepted .

He 
noted the decision of the Syndicale du .cd 20 - 7 - 1967 , 
which the Registrar had roud out, to the effect ihut ano.her 
enquiry committee had been appointed and that Shri 
G , L . Chopra , a retired Judge of the Punjab High Couri, 
would constitute as one-inda commi tee for that purpose . 
There were , however , certain points in regard to the pro 
cedure which he wanted the house to con iuur, He sug 
gested that there should be sufficient line -lag between 
mecling , of the Syndicate and the Senate () hat proced 
iogy of the former could be circulated t he nucmber 
well ahead of the Senate meeting. There were certain 
scrious aspects of this case which needed to be brought 
before the house. The maiter concerned the Icrmination 
of the services of it teacher and in fact it concerned the 
whole of the teacher commun ty in the University s em 
ployment. The first point he wanted to make was about 
the duration of suspension period a pointed out by 
Principal Shergill. The second point was about the pro 
cedure employed by the enquiry committee for the con 
duct ot enquiry and also the procedure wiich the propos 
cd one-nian comm . ttee would cinploy . He did not under 
stand why P1. M . M . Sharma had been suspended , but 
there might be some charges other than those mentioned 
in the papers received by him . If these were the only 
charges as were contained in the papers circulated , it 
was grossly unfair not only to Shri M . M , Sharna but 
also to the teachers in general. Ho thought that the 
uction was arbitrary . The charges were trivial, even it 
they were proved . For instance , there was a charge 
that Pt. M . M . Sharma had abused the Vice - Chancellor, 
the Dean of University Instruction and the Head of the 
Sanskrit Department. The University wan *cd him to pro 
duce documentary evidence in his defence . He thought 
that the charges contained in the papers ciicula ed would 
not justify suspension of Shii M . M . Sharma . The. c 
should be valid reasons on which an emploveo of an 
organisation could be suspended for example , un em 
ployee should be suspended only if his continuance in 
active employment of the institution is likely to vitiate 
any enquiry pending against him or it his fault is so 
great that his continuance in Service is likely tu daniago 
the organisation . As far ut he could see , Pr. M . M . 
Sharma should not have been suspended .

Intervening , the Vice- Chancellor stated that he had 
received a reference in connection with these allegat ons 
trom the Chancellor and after looking into them , had 
alieady sent his report to him .

Shii Gurdial Singh Dhillion said that the matter came 
bchole the Senate in March , 1967 and it was decided to 
suspend Shri M . M . Sharma. The report of enquiry 
revealed that it was scrious case of indiscipline, Very 
important persons like the Dean of University Instruction 
conduced the enquiry . He was glad to hear the speech 
of the Haryana Education Muister ( Ch , Hardwari Lal) 
because it waly very rare that an Education Minister 
should take so much interest in such a case . Shri Gurd al 
Singh Dhillon did that Shri M . M . Sharma had met hiin 

lso outside the house , but a reading of the report of 
enquiry made it clear that the decision taken by the 
Syndicate was the only course to be followed . He, how 
ever , requcyied that the indiscipline amongst college 
techers should not be hrought into the University . He 
hud full confidence tha a person of the eminence of Shri 
G , L , Chopra , who had now been appointed to conduct 
fresh enquiry will proceed in the proper manner . He pro 
posed that there should be no further discussion in the 
matter , till the report of Shri G . L , Chopra , who was 
appointed as the one -man enquiry Committee , by the 
Syndicate, becomes available . 


Shri Tepinder Singh raised a point of oide and ked 
whether the observations made by Ch . Hardwari Lal did 
not impinge on the judicial aspect of the question , 


Principal B . L . Kapur said that according to the pro 
cedure for collcgc teachers , a tribunal was appointed on 
which a representative of the teacher concerned was also 
appointed . He asked whether, after the receipt of the 
report of the new enquiry commiltce , Shri M . M . Sharma 
will have the right of uppeal. 


The Vicc -Chancellor said that his own feeling was 
that Shri M . M . Sharma may bc afforded another oppor 
tunity to defend himself because he had expressed lack 
of faith in the previous committee appointed to go into 
his case. Without going into the meriis of his stund , lie 
was anxious to be very fair to him . He was, however , 
of the view that my observations made in the house for 
or against the case would prejudice the enquiry which 
was yet to be made. He would leave the matter to the 
person who had been entrusted with this enquiry and 
who was a man of great cnincace in his field . AS re 
gards suspension of Shri M . M , Sharma, ji had been 
ordered unanimously by the Senate al the last meeting. 

Principal O . P . Mohan also remarked that the matter 
under discussion was of great impor ance because it in 
volved the security of service of a teacher . He, there 
fore , stressed that the nicmbers should be given full time 
to have their say . 

Continuing, Ch . Hardwari Lal maid that he appreciated 
the views expressed by the Vice-Chancellor hut he felt 
that his own points were very vilu ) which may influence 
the decision of Sen . le . He suggested that Pt, M . M . 
Sharma should be immediately reinstated His was very 
nuch concerned about the procedure As far as he could 
see , no procedure had been followed at all. Referring to 
the procedure laid down for conducting enquiries aguinst 
teachery ot affiliated colleges , he felt that llie Linivesity 


Principal S . D . Vasisht remaiked that Ch . Hardwari 
Lul, Education Minister of Haryana , had said everything . 


The Vice -Chancellor replied that Shri G . L . Chopra , 
who was an eminent jurist, would certainly bear in mind 
all the points that had been raised by the various mem 
hers and would see that full justice wis done to Shri M . 
M . Shama.

Principal P . L . Anand said that he and Principal 
Bhagwan Dass of the D . A . V . College , Ambala , were 
asked to inspect this college . He said that the existing 
regulations of the University did not allow setting up of 
a separate individual Evening College run by either the 
government or a private organisation . Subject to and in 
anticipation of the change in the regulations, therefore , 
he had suggested that the Govt. Evening College at Baha 
du " garh might be allowed , as an experimental measure . 
The Evening Colleges were open only to employed per 
sons. He also said that when the inspection committee 
visited Bahadurgarh , local leaders , Chairman of the Muni 
cipal Committee and other local citizens met them and 
passed that their need was a day college and that they 
were even willing to give Rs. three lacs to the Haryana 
Govt. and provide 30 acres of land for that purpose , 
because it was difficult for their children to go to places 
like Jhajjar , Delhi and Rohtak . A day college would 
solve their problem to some extent Principal Anand also 
feared that some students would try to obtain false cer 
tificates of employment to get admission to the Evening 
College . If this was encouraged , every school in every 
village would apply for permission to start an Evening 
College.

Shri Sethi was appointed to this post 
sometime ago . Before Shri Sethi joined . Shri Bakhshish 
Singh , Principal of Evening College , Simla , wanted to go 
on depụtation and Shri Sethi was appointed in his place . 
Later on , Principal Bakhshish Singh did not go , and the 
Syndicate decided to cancel Shri Sethi s appointment as 
Principal of the Evening College . Simla . This appeared 
to him like a vote of censure against Shri S . N . Sehgal 
He wanted to know if there was anything against Shti 
Sehgal, He had nothing whatsoever against Shri K . L . 
Sethi, The Vice -Chancellor had the right to appoint any 
body as his Secretary . but he thought the appointment of 
Secretary should be for the period for which the Vice 
Chancellor held his own office. 

Shri Teja Singh asked if any selection committee was 
appointed for this post. 

The Vice -Chancellor replied that by a unanimous voto 
of this housc on 28 - 3 - 1967. Shri K . L . Sethi Director of 
Education Himachal Pradesh , was appointed temporarily 
as Secretary to Vice - Chancellor with effect from April 1 , 
1967, if he was permitted to accept this post by the 
Himachal Pradesh Government , and Shri S . N . Sehgal 
was re - employed with effect from February 21, 1967. till 
his successor joined . At the Senate moeting, Shri K , I , 
Taura wanted to know the age of Shri K . T .. 
Sethi and the Vice -Chancellor had told him that it was 
60 years. The Vice -Chancellor also pointed out that his 
appointment was on temporary basis under regulation 55 
at pages 100 - 101 of the Calendar , Vol. I He added that 
in the appointment of his Secretary , the Senate gave the 
Vice - Chancellor unfettered discretion . He read out 
Senate resolution dated 25 - 10 - 1953 on this point. In the 
past, people beyond 60 years had been engaged tempo 
rurily in the interest of the University . He ciled a few 
examples of persons who remained in University service 
in temporary cupacity un to the age of 62, 63 and even 
64 yeurs. The Vice- Chancellor further remarked that 
after the Senate had unanimously approved Shri K . L . 
Selhi s anno ntnient as Secretary to Vice -Chancellor , the 
Secretary of Sri Guru Gobind Singh College , Chandia 
gurh requested that Principal Bakhshish Singh of the 
P . U . Evening College Simla , hc spared for the Principal 
shin of his colleac . Shii Sethi wished to stay in Simli 
as he had heen there for a number of years. He had 
worked as Principal of the Evening College , Simla , in thr 
heginning without any allowance He did that work 
honorarily even when he was Director of Fducation 
Himachal Pr: desh . There could he no quiestion about his 


mcrits and even Dr. Puri had not questioned them . The 
Syndicate considered the new situation and recommend 
ed that Shri Bakhshish Singh be allowed to go to Sri 
GLU u Gobind Singh College , Chandigarh , on deputation 
for a period of 2 years , and in his place Shri K . L , Sethi 
he appointed temporarily Pțincipal of Evening College , 
Simla , for the samu period . Before this recommendation 
came up to Senate , the authorities of Shri Guru Gobind 
Singh College , Chandigarh , informed the University that 
the situation hud altered and so they did not need Prin 
cipal Bakhshish Singh for their College . He, therefore , 
recommended that the resolution of the Syndicato allow 
ing Shri Bakhshish Singh to go on 2 years deputation 
and appointing Shri K L Sehi in his place at Simla , bo 
Tescinded , The Syndicato accepted this with the result 
that stutus q110 wis l estored the appointment of Shri 
K . L . Sethi as Sccietary to the Vice -Chancellor which 
was unanimously approved by Senate under regulation 
55 at pages 100 - 101 of the Calendar, Vol. I, therefore , 
stood . As regardy Shri S . N . Schgal, he was appointed 
under it different regulation , as a permanent hand , when 
he was 56 years old . On reaching the age of 58 years , he 
was granted 2 years extension as in the case permanent 
Assistant Registrers and Deputy Reqiotrurs , Extens un 
heyond 60 years of age is pennisshle only on technical 
grounds or on account of mon - availability of suitable 
suhstitutcs for a particular post and had seldom been 
granted . Only in one case that of Shri Bodh Raj Mala 
hotriz extension was allowed by the Senate beyond 60 
years , but it seemed to him that this , tov), was more on 
compassionate grounds than on technical grounds . Ever 
since the creation of the post of Secretary to Vice - Chan 
cellor, retired officers of Education Department have 
occupied it. Shri Sehgal had had his innings for more 
than four years, and had done good work , and it was 
time he made room for another capable person . The 
Vice- Chancellor s Secretary as a major part of his duties 
has to deal with reviews of books sumbitted by publishers , 
This work is very important and of a highly confidential 
nature . Naturally , therefore , when the head of a leacling 
publishing firm , takes such keen interest in the continu 
ance of a particular person as the Vice -Chancellor s 
Secretary , he could not resist having second thoughts 
about that person . 


Continuing , the Vice -Chancellor stated that when the 
Senate unanimously approved Shri K . L . Sethi s appoint 
ment as his Secretary, they wanted him to recommend 
the period of this temporary appointment. There is no 
rule or regulation or even a decision of the Syndicate or 
Senate that the office of his Secretary should be co -termi 
nous with the Vice - Chancellor s own office, Dr. V . S . 
Puri did not raise this point when the present Vice 
Chancellor took office two years ago and Shri Sehgal was 
continuing to hold the Secretary s post . The Syndicate, on 
his recommendation , had now proposed to Senate that 
Shri K . I. Sethi s appointment ha for a period of threr 
vcars with cffect from July 1, 1967 . 


Principal B . L . Kapur drew attention to the point 
naised by Dr. V . S Puri that the tenure of the Secretary s 
appointment whould be co -terminous with the term of the 
Vicc - Chancellor. 


The Vice -Chancellor stated that he had already given 
a reoly . Therc is no rule or regulation that the term of 
the Secretary should he co -terminous with the term of 
the Vice - Chancellor. He also pointed out that Dr. Puri 
Whould have raised this point when the present Vice 
Chancellor took office two years ago if he wanted to 
raise it at all . 

On being put to vote the recommendation of the 
Syndicate was approved hy a voice vote , only 4 members 
voting against . 

RESOLVED : That the recommendation of the Syn . 
dicate regarding temporary appointment of Shri K . L . 
Sethi as Secretary to the Vice - Chancellor, already ap

Dr B . R , Chauhan said that the ivcw grades had al 
1cady been introduced by some younger Universities like 
the Panjabi and Kurukshetra . He wanted to know the date 
when the revised grades would be introduced by the Pan 
jab University . He also pointed out that in view of the 
fact that at the time of levision of grades , the teachers 
of alliliated colleges would be given benefit of service in 
the form of one , two or three increments, depending on 
the length of service , the same benefits be given to the 
teachers of the University also . He, therefore , suggested 
that the wording of pata 38 may be considered as 
clause ( a ) and the lollowing lw clauses be added to 
1t : 
( b ) That at the time of revision of grados und 

fixation of pay in the new grades , thic Panjab 
University teachers be given , one , two or three 
increments , as the case may be , in the form of

Shri Teja Singh was happy that the Panjab University 
had agreed to sanction Dearness Allowance at Central 
Government rates., for which the Vice - Chancellor has 
been requested to find additional sources . He suggested 
that the rate of remuneration to examiners should also be 
suitably increased and the additional sources for the in 
creased expenditure on this account should also be found. 

Principal O . P . Mohan asked whether the approval for 
payment of Dearness Allowance at Central Government 
rates was conditional. The Vice -Chancellor replied in 
the affirmative. It will depend on the availability of funds 
for which he has been in touch with the Central Govern 
ment and also the State Governments of Panjab and 
Haryana. 

Prof. D . C . Sharma remarked that in the legal sense 
of the word , the decision was certainly conditional. He 
knew that the Vice - Chancellor had been kind enough to 
approach the State Governments and also the Central 
Government and had even met the Chairman of the 
University Grants Commission and the Union Education 
Minister in his efforts to get the required funds. He, 
therefore, said that the matter should be left to the Vice 
Chancellor who was already pursuing it earnestly . 

Principal O . P . Dogra remarked that the students of 
the affiliated colleges should not be included in the possi 
ble additional sources. 

Dr. K . L . Jaura suggested that the words used in the 
Syndicate resolution " University employees ” should be 
clarified so as to include both teaching and non -teaching 
employees. This was agreed to . 

Principal B . S . Bahl, appreciating the efforts of the 
Vice -Chancellor for getting additional funds to pay to the 
University employees. Dearness Allowance at Central 
Government rates , requested for help in regard to the 
payment of Dearness Allowance to the teachers of affili 
ated colleges also . 

The Vice-Chancellor stated that it would not be possi 
ble to enforce the Dearness Allowance at Central Govern 
ment rates till the approval of the Government had been 
received . He said that it was not possible with the re 
sources of the University to bear the additional expendi 
ture . The Panjab University , he said , was now attached 
to the Central Government, but they had not taken any 
responsibility in regard to financial assistance, for which 
they issue necessary directions to the State Governments. 
The State Governments had all agreed to give to their 
own employees Dearness Allowance at Central Govern 
ment rates, and , therefore, the demand of the University 
employees (both teaching and non - teaching ) would be 
irresistible . After the Senate approved the recommenda 
tions of the Syndicate , he would again approach the 
Central Government. The Government would have to 
secure necessary funds, but if that was not possible , 
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Senate would have to consider ways and means to meet 
the demand for payment of Dearness Allowance at Cen 
tral Government rates .
